A FACTORY FIRE 

And 150 Working; Girls 
Burned to Death. 



GROSS CARELESSNESS CAUSE 

Most Frightful Holocaust of 
Recent Years-An Inves- 
tigation Started. 

A RAIN OP FLESH AND BLOOD 



New York, March 26.— Criminal 
negligence cost the estimated Uvea 
of 160 wage earners, mostly women, 
who were trapped on the top floors 
of a ten-story factory here late this 
evening. There were BOO In the 
building, and they had to choose be- 
tween burning and leaping. 

Three jumped and escaped; others 
were crushed. 

Some escaped after they reached 
the stairways and elevators. The 
firemen and spectators were unable 
to al«\ 

Because the building was In the 
"high pressure district," and had ex- 
teilor walls of stone. It had but one 
Are escape. That was an "inside 
«xlt," reaching to the seventh floor. 

The three upper floors were oc- 
cupied by the Triangle Waist com- 
pany, manufacturer of women's 
shirtwaists, and employing 750 per- 
sons. , 

Fire Chief Croker places the re- 
sponsibility on the city building de- 
partment. 

Shortly after 4:30 p. m. the stu- 
dents of the professional school of 
the New York University were start- 
led by a crash of glass. 

Immediately the first body fell, a 
young girl, apparently 17. Ten 
more followed. 

Windows were filled with shriek- 
ing mnn and women. 

Smoke and fire were pouring from 
the eighth floor, and nearly all on 
that floor lumned. 

Uauallv the clothing was burned 
from their bodies before they struck 
the street. The first company that 
arrived had nets spread, and the 
chief ordered the women to Jump 
one at a time, but mad with fear, 
three Jumped simultaneously, which 
tore the net. rendering it useless. 

Extension ladders reached the 
sixth floor, and firemen scaling the 
ladders were driven back by the Are. 

Scores of engines and thousands 
of spectators poured Into Washing- 
ton square. Women fainted and 
shrieked, and men wept and prayed 
as the bodies struck the street. 

From one side 15 Jumped simul- 
taneously, and 14 were instantly 
killed. The 15 th girl, aged 17, was 
taken from the pile an hour after, 
alive, but badly hurt. The nets were 
useless, and the bodies crushed 
through. 

One woman's dress caught on an 
awning stanchion, and her body 
hung In the air, a living torch, until 
her clothing was burned away and 
she fell to the ground. 

.Two elevators, run by Joseph Zlto 
and John Gregory, made ft number 
of trips to the upper floors through 
the smoke. The flames finally crowd- 
ed Gregory's elevator to the bottom 
of the shaft, and compelled him to 
desert It. As he left, six bodies 
struck his car. Zlto made one more 
trip and got 20. The abandoned 
ones slid down the cable till their 
hands were burned, so they had to 
let go. 

When there was no chance to save 
more lives, the firemen attacked the 
flames, and in two hours had them 
under control. 

The bodies in the streets were cov- 
ered with a tarpaulin. The Injured 
were rushed to hospitals. The cause 
of 'the Are is doubtful. It Is believ- 
ed to have started from the explos- 
ion of a gasoline engine in the Tri- 
angle plant, baaed on the statements 
of the elevator men, that they heard 
an explosion. Harris and Blank, 
partners In the Arm, deny this, and 
say It was caused by a spark from a 
heated pulley. 

Relatives of the dead and Injured 
rushed to the scene, crying and pray- 
ing, and tried to break through the 
lines. Realising that tbey must be 
cruel to be kind, the police forced 
them back. Many fainted. 

When the Are was under control 
the building was Marched. In the 
bottom of the "Inside escape" were 



found a number of bodies, 30 in ali 
being taken out, all being burned 
to a crisp. 

On the ninth Aoor, piled against 
closed elevator doors, charred and 
nude bodies were found. It pad 
been a struggle of the strong against 
the weak. All had been smothered. 
Blank and Harris, partners, were the 
last to leave the building. They 
tried to force an organised escape, 
but were unable to do so. Blank's 
family Is thought to be In the ruins. 
Harris saya most of the employes 
were Italians. Harris has collapsed. 

District Attorney Whitman and a 
corps of Investigators questioned ev- 
erybody who could throw any light 
on the tragedy. Whitman said he 
was convinced that the holocaust 
was due to criminal carelessness. 

One hundred and twenty-eight 
bodies had been taken to the morgue 
up to 11 o'clock to-night. There 
were then seven bodies remaining on 
the ninth floor, according to Chief 
Croker. who directed the work of 
removal. Three victims died at St. 
Vincent's hospital and three at Belle- 
vue. One girl suffering minor In- 
juries Is Insane from shock. There 
are still a number of bodies In the 
basement, but It will be Impossible 
to tell how many till the water Is 
pumped out. The subcellar Is Ailed 
with water walat deep. It will be an 
all night's taak pumping It out. The 
police estimate 150 lives lost and 
firemen say the number may reach 
175. 

The old covered dock of the de- 
partment of charities was converted 
Into a morgue. For hours vehicles 
bearing bodies rolled up before It, 
the bodies were carried Inside and 
friends and relatives of the dead, who 
are mostly Italians, crowded outside. 
Force was necessary to restrain the 
crowd. Late to-night the police per- 
mitted the crowd to begin flllng 
slowly through to examine the bod- 
ies, which were made as presentable 
as possible, and lay covered with 
sheets. In most cases ornaments 
only were the methods of ldentiflca- 
tion.

PRAIRIES OF THE WEST 

PILED HIGH WITH SNOW 



Omaha. Neb.. March 26 — What 
promises to be the worst billiard of 
the year struck Nebraska to-day and 
is rapidly sweeping eastward aud 
southward. Already the "show Is 
piled high on the prairies and rail- 
road traffic to the north and weat Is 
seriously impeded. 

The temperature has dropped 
steadily since 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, and within three hours reg- 
istered a fall of 4 0 degrees. At 2 
o'clock to-day there were no clouds 
and the temperature stood 70 degrees 
above zero. Shortly after a cool wind 
came from the north and* before 
night a blinding blizzard of sleet and 
snow was raging. 

At Neligh. Neb., three feet of snow 
fell during the day and Northwest- 
ern train are having trouble get- 
ting through the drifts. In that por- 
tion of the State telegraph and tele- 
phone wires are seriously Interfered 
with. 

Across the State line In South Da- 
kota the storm is even worse than In 
Nebraska, the snow being the deep- 
est of the year. The entire Black 
Hills are covered with snow and ice. 

In southern Nebraska little snow 
fell, the moisture taking the form 
of a heavv rain. The snow Is con- 
ned to the district north of the 
Platte. Winter wheat will be Im- 
mensely benefitted bv the snow and 
rs<" and plowing for corn will be ex- 
pedited.

.Remained for a Southern City 
To Show Most Remark- 
able Increase. 

WHAT PACIFIC COAST HAS HONK 



(By Roderick Clifford.) 



remarkable tribute to the wonderful 
growth of the United States is con- 
tained in the census of 1810. 

Never has a comparison been so 
instructive as in the study of these 
amazing figures spreading over suc- 
cessive decades. The United States 
is growing faster than ever before. 

The "tale of the cities" Is a won 
derful story. The farms have lan- 
guished, while the cities have ab- 
sorbed the your.s blood of the rural 
districts. 

There are now fifty cities In the 
United States having a population of 
more than 100,000. The combined 
population of these fifty municipali- 
ties Is 20,303,047. This means that 
nearly twenty-five per cent, of the 
entire population of the nation is 
now living under conditions which 
are either metropolitan, or approxi- 
mate the metropolitan scale of ex- 
istence. In 1900 the same cities had 
a combined population of 15,190,- 
375. aTld In 1890. 11,470,364. In 
twenty years the figures have prac- 
tically doubled. 

/The philosophers of population 
nrgue that not only does the growth 
of the cities emphasize the trend 
avray from agriculture and towards 
manufacture, but it indicates an in- 
creasing love of luxury, creature 

«t-mfort, amusement and the In- 
leasing ranks of the co-called "par- 
asitic classes" at the expense of the 
producing classes. 

The honors for having ahown the 
Mghest rate of growth among the 
cities of considerable size has been 
swarded to Birmingham. Ala., which 
Flowed the phenomenal increase of 
2 4 6- per cent d,urlng the past decade. 
In that period It developed 1 from a 
city oT distinctly minor rank — hav- 
ing only 38,415, In 1*00 — to one 
the great cities of tb% South. It now 
has a population of 132.685. Scarre- 
1y second to Birmingham In growth 
were Los Angeles and Seattle, the 
former showing an Increase of 211 
rj*>" cent, and the latter 194 per cent. 

The most marvelous story told bv 
the census Is the amazing growth of 
the Pacific coast. With the excen- 
tlon of a few sporadic cases, cltlei 
In other sections i>f the country "have 
shown a normal rnte of Increase, the 
period of "mushroom" growth hav- 
ing passed: but the far West has, ap- 
parent! v. just entered upon the gold- 
en period of Its development. De- 
rr,lte the cstasrronhe of 1906. San 
Franclcco shows the substantial In- 
crease of twentv-two ner cent, and 
I« now a cltv of 4 16,912 roonl". Her 
sister municipality. Oakland, vies 
with Los Angeles and Seattle In 
Vapid growth, showing 124 per cent 
■for the decade. It now contains 
, *'t50.1 74 inhabitants. Portland, Ore- 
gon, Increased at the rate of 120 per 
c»nt. It is now the fourth city of 
the Pacific coast, having a popula- 
tion of 297,214. Spokane, which 
crew at the rate of 183 per cent dur- 
ing the past dwade, has a popula- 
tion of 108.3C7 and Is one of the 
met progressive cities of the coast. 

The larger eastern cltlea averaged 
about 20 per cent Increase during 
the past ten vears, New York being 
the oft • shining exception to this 
rule. The wonderful growth of the 
metropolis needa no comment at 
•his time. In the middle West, 
Cleveland and Detroit made the big- 
gest gains. 

According to official figures of the 
census -bureau, the ten largest cities 
In the' world' are ranked In the fol- 
lowing order: London. N»w York, 
Paris. Toklo, Chicago, Berlin, "Vlen- 
na, St. Petersburg, Philadelphia, 
Moscow. The United States Is the 
only nation with three cities on this 
list, and Russia the only nation -with 
two. 

The fact that the nrban movement 
In the United States la not wanting, 
.but probably a permanent feature of 
our national life. 1« Indicated In 
many ways. Of the 176 largest ci- 
ties In the country. 120 ahow a 
I greater Increase in the last decade 
han In the period of 1890-1900,

Figures given by the Crop Report- 
er, an efficient publication of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, show that Kentucky raised 
a bumper tobacco crop In the year 
1910. The production in that year 
amounted to 381,024,000 pounds, 
some thirty million pounds In ex- 
cess of the crop of 1909. 

For many years Kentucky has 
been producing more than a third of 
all the tobacco grown in this coun- 
try. The State's percentage of the 
total production In the ^'nlted 
States In 1910 was 38.7. The 
stnt. -s next to Kentucky In pro- 
duction are North Carolina, Vlrgln- 
, OMo and Tcnre.ssec |n the ord^r 

'..amed. Despite the tobacco trouble; 
of the last half dozen years, Ken- 
tucky farmers show a disposition to 
grow- the weed in augmenting bulk 
year after year. In 1908 there was 
a cut-out which reduced the crop to 
1195,600,000 pounds. Even in that 
year Kentucky's percentage of the 
total production In the United States 
I was 27.2 and In 190$ the State's 
crop leaped to 350.700,000 pounds. 

The 1911 crop probably will not 
' equal that of 1910. There lo Utah 
' to be a falling off in the hut lev dis- 
trict whr.-e .prices are ruling low. 
There win be no falling off. howev- 
,er, in the dark tobacco districts 
1 where the product hBB be»n selling 
at satisfactory figures. At least if 
1 thetv should be any slump in the 
crop It will be due to other condi- 
tions than dissatisfaction with the 
market. From the amount of fuss 
that Is made over the tobacco ques- 
tion In Kentucky, the outside world 
might well conceive that tobacco Is 
our principal crop, but it is not. The 
value of our corn crop is about twice 
that of the tohacco production. In 
1909 for Instance, "We grew some 
••64, 000. 000 worth of corn against 
some $37,000,000 worth of tobacco. 

Our farmers go along and raise 
corn In tremendous nuantltles and 
pav little about it. For some years 
"ast It has seemed to be impossible 
»o grow tohacco without more or 
'"as of turmoP. strife and bitter feel- 
Inir. On thr face of things It would 
anpear to be advisable for manv of 
them to take the advice of a central 
Kentucky newspaper, which suggest- 
ed recently that tobacco ground 
should be prepared carefullv and 
then planted in corn. But our farm- 
ers have contracted the tobacco hab- 
it, and almost anv so'-t of a tobaccr. 
habit Is haTd to break.— [Louisville 
Courler-Jonrnal.

Five separate tor- 
nadoes visited Kentucky that night, 
besides the one which struck Louis- 
ville. ?,<> people being killed out in 
the State, and M Injured. The ru- 
ral property loss was estimated at 
$1,000,000. Of the 7« persons kill- 
ed in Louisville, 44 were attending 
a dance at the Fall* City hall in 
Market atreet. near 12th. 

The c«-c|on» struck Louisville at 
1 6th and Kroadwav. and tore a path 
300 feet wide, leaving the city at 
Seventh and Water street* and en 
Ing the river to Jeffersonvllle.
